to our own positions." 


London, Oct i!7—For the first time

FIGHTING IN FAR 


EAST IS RESUMED 


St. Petersburg, Oct. 27.—(Bulletin) 


—A dispatch 
from Mukden reports 


that fighting along the Siiahke river 
was resume! last night 


, Spain, Oct. 27.—The arrival o-. 


the Russian Baltic fleet caused con 
siderable 
excitement 
at this port. 


The commander of the port immedi- 
ately boarded the Russian flagship 
and informed Admiral Rojestvenslvj' 
that the Spanish government could 
not permit the warships to coal within 
the port. 
Admiral Rojestvensky re- 


plied that his vessels needed repairs, 
and that for that reason he had sep- 
arated from 
the remainder of his 


squadron. The commander of the port 
promised to inform the Spanish' gov- 
ernment cf the admiral's statement 
and communicate the government's re- 
ply as soon as it was received. 
In 


spite of this five German colliers an- 
chored in port alongside the battle- 
ships, whereupon ' the commander of 
the port sent an aide-de-camp to beg 
Admiral Rojestvensky not to violate 
Spanish neutrality, and he also or- 
dered the commanding officer of the 
Spanish cruiser Estramadura to notify 
the colliers that they must obey the 
port authorities. 
Eventually Admiral 


RojestvensUy promised that he would 
not cbal in Spanish waters, at the 
same time begging the commander of 
the port to obtain government's per- 
mission for each warship to take on 
400 tons of coal with which to reach 
Tangier. Shortly 
afterwards 
three 


colliers sailed for Tangier, but-two re- 
mained alongside the Russian war- 
ships. 


Admiral Rojestvensky expresses re- 


gret over the North sea incident. In 
an interview the admiral stated that 
the unfortunate occurrence was purely 
accidental. The weather on the nisht 
in question was rather hazy. About 
1 a. m. two torpedo boats, which the 
Russians 
supposed were 
Japanese 


craft, suddenly appeared between the 
two divisions of the squadron, and 
seemed to discharge torpedoes. Tha 
Russians 
immediately 
opened fire. 


They saw no fishermen, and were not 
aware that any damage had been 
done. Evidently, the admiral said, the 
fishermen had shown no lights. 
The 


admiral repeated that he greatly re- 
gretted that any injury had been done 
fishermen, and added that he had no 
doubt i he Russian government', would 
make ample compensation.

Testimony of F. Rad- 


ford. assistant cashier of Jliddleport 
bank, and of A. P. Miller, editor of a 
local paper, was also considered sig- 
nificant. They had been appointed by 
the probate court to make the semi- 
annual examination, and were pro- 
ceeding when the alleged robbery oc- 
curred. On the day before the alleged 
robbery Chase repeatedly asked the 
examiners whether they were going to 
the fair. They replied that they would 
go the next day. The investigation 
indicates that Miller was the last man 
in the treasurer's 
office 
before 
it 


closed the morning of the alleged rob- 
bery. 
AVben he entered Chase ex- 


citedly said: "I thought you was going 
to the fair today." Miller replied he 
first wanted to get a warrant cashed. 
Chase cashed it. then came out of the 
inner 
office, closed 
the 
gate 
and 


walked toward the outer door. Miller 
is of the oniniou that this was done 
to prevent him going behind tbe desk 
and looking into the safe, which was 
the right of one in Miller's official ca- 
pacity at that time. This caused the 
examiners to believe the money had 
been removed the previous afternoon 
after the departure of the examiners.
